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lWho Should 
Determine Prices 


A prominent Canadian farmer 
recently remarked that in no part 
of his farm activities does he feel 
60 utterly helpless as in the selling 
of his crops, 

The market, he says, fixes the 


prices of his products with no more: 


regard for his rights or his interest 
than if he didn't exist, and there is 
no One to whom he can appeal from 
ts decisions. 

He feels that this is not fair, that 
the farmers Who invest their capital 
and their labor in producing the 
crops the world needs should have 
some say in the prices for which 
those crops are sold. For this reason 
he believes that some system of 
marketing should be devised that 
would give the producers an effective 
voice in determining the prices. 

All reasonable men will agree that 
this farmer is right in his conten- 
tion. But all reasonable men _ will 
also agree that the farmers should 
not have all the say. The consumers 
who buy the products of the farms 
and have to pay for them are also 
entitled to a voice in determining 
the prices. 

It would be fair to say that every 
farmer's influence in determining 
prices should be in proportion to 
the quantities he offers for sale, and 


that every 
should be 
purchases. 

Let us suppose that on a certain 
day there are 10,000 hogs offered for 
sale on Canadian markets, and that 
these are the property of 2,000 
farmers, 

When butchered and ready for 
sale these hogs will probably be sold 
to a million or more consumers. The 
influences on the markets the day 
these hogs are sold will be 2,000 
farmers wanting higher prices, and 
1,000,000 consumers Wanting cheaper 
meat, All these people will not be on 
the market in person; the farmers 
will be represented by their agents 
and the consumers by those whose 
business it is to supply them with 
butcher meat. 


If the influence of each is in pro- 
portion to the business he does the 
farmer who sells one hog will exert 
1/20,000 of the total exerted by all 
parties, the farmer Who sells 20 hogs 
will exercise 20 times as much or 
1/1,000 of the total, and the con- 
sumer who buy one pound of meat 
will exert 1/2,000,000 of the total. 

These are very tiny fractions of 
influence that each is able to exert, 
but they are fair and there is no 
way of giving anyone or any group 
a larger share without robbing some- 
one else. Is the farmer entitled to 
any more, and if so, from whom 
should it be taken, and by what 
means? 

When a farmer marks his ballot 
on election day along with several 


consumer's influence 
in proportion to his 


million other citizens, he exercises a 


much smaller influence in eleeting | 


a& government for the country than 
he does over the market when he 


sells one hog, Yet he values his vote | 


and takes pains to cast it because 
he knows that it is the sum of the 
votes of honest men that makes good 
government possible and he wants to 
do his part in that cause, 

The right to sell his hog or not to 
sell it is the measure of his influence, 
and he exercises it by selling or 
refusing to sell at the price offered 
In a free market no one can deprive 
him of that right. As long as all 
farmers maintain that right and 
exercise it, their influence will br 
What it should be 

But if the time ever comes when 
the individual farmer is deprived of 
this riaht, he will have lost all 
power to influence the prices of his 
products and will have to sell at 
arbitrary prices fixed by men with 
authority over him but with no 
means of knowing What prices to set 
or What Will be the effect of the 
prices they do set, 

The problem of determining prices 
is the problem of finding what price 
are acceptable to both buyers and 
sellers; and the only way of doin 
this is by allowing these to meet eac) 
other on common ground and bar- 
gain till they come to agreement 

This free market is the only 
market in Which the farmer can be 
sure of a fair deal 
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Taxes Won't 


Come Down 


Canadians pay six and a half to seven billion dollars a year in taxes to 


all governments 
or the total national income. 


What are the prospects of taxes 


That is about 30 per cent of the “gross national product” 


going down? They aren't very good. 


Mr. J. H. Perry, director of the Canadian Tax Foundation, has listed the 


reasons why. 


His remarks would have to be qualified a bit in Alberta be- 


cause of the oil wealth accruing to the Alberta government and doing what 
in other provinces would have to be done through taxation. 


Mr. Perry sees little chance of reducing the federal budget, which now 


stands around five billion a year.

Further, as military preparedness becomes more and more 


mechanized and scientific, the rate of obsolescence increases and there- 


fore costs go up. 


As the hydrogen bomb takes its place in defence thinking, governments

Welfare items will not come down, public demands being what they 


are. 


There’s no escaping the burden of the war debt. 
provinces under the tax agreement will stay at a high level. 


The lively post-war growth of the nation and the expending economy 


have imposed much heavier burdens 


on the provinces and municipalities, 


to be financed “from the tag end of the tax fields not required by the federal 


government for its own heavy commitments.” 


And not only must the 


provinces and municipalities keep up with the new growth; they still haven't 
mended and replaced all the facilities allowed to run down during the de- 


pression and the war. 


Mr. Perry predicts that Canada will have three times as many auto- 


mobiles in 1980. 


Where will there be roads for them, parking space for 


them? Clearly very heavy expenditures will be required there. 


There is no prospect of the cost of education coming down. In fact it 


will go still higher. 


Payments to the 


In short, government expenditures cannot be substantially reduced. 
But with more people and a continually growing economy it is possible that 
the burden on each person might be reduced 


Mr. Perry doesn't go into the politics of it, but it might have been added 


that any politician promising lower taxes is talking nonsense. 


The only 


hope for relief is from a larger population and a more prosperous nation. 
It follows that any move to reduce the national productivity or stabilize the 


population would tend to make taxes even higher,

Feeding Mouldy Grain: Is mouldy 
grain a satisfactory feed for live- 
stock? In the spring of 1952 the 
Peace River region alone had an, 
estimated one million bushels of| 
mouldy grain on hand, With large 
quantities of grain stored outside in 
piles last winter there is consider- 
able likelihood of more being avail- 
able this spring. 

The opinion is generally held that 
such grain makes poor feed and con- 
sequently sells at a very low price. 
Most of the common moulds are not 
poisonous to livestock and there- 
fore grain which is badly moulded 
may be entirely harmless, It has 
been suggested that the presence of 
some moulds such as_ penicillium 
may even have a beneficial effect. 
On the other hand a few moulds are 
dangerous and an environment 
which produces moulds will also en- 
courage bacterial] action which might 
in turn produce toxic material 

L. M. Bezeau reports that at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station, 
oats, rejected because of mould, were 
fed to sheep and swine, and in addi- 
tion mouldy feed wheat was fed to 
swine. The moulds present On the 
grains were identified and found to 
be harmless types. Bacteria of sev- 
eral species were present and they 
too Were harmless, 

The rejected oats, 
sheep were 65 per 
while No, 1 feed oats 
cent digestible. When 
the rejected oats were 
digestible, and the No

65 per cent digestible. The differ- 
ences in digestibility would warrant 
only a 5 to 7 cent per bushel spread 
in price if the weights per bushel 
were the same. 

No. 5 wheat was 84 per cent digest- 
ible when fed to swine while the 
mouldy feed wheat was 87 per cent 
digestible. The difference in favor 
of the mouldy wheat might be ac- 
counted for by the presence of 
species of penicillium which are 
anitbiotic producing moulds. Under 
the conditions of this experiment 
mouldy wheat was fully as nutritious 
for swine as No. 5 wheat. 

In some cases, with both sheep 
and swine, the mouldy feed was less 
palatable than the non-mouldy feed, 
but once the animals became accus- 
tomed to it their appetite was 
maintained at a satsifactory level. 
No digestive disorders or pathologi- 
cal upsets were noted in either 
sheep or swine, 

Although the moulds found on the 
grains used in these trials happened 
to be harmless, in practice it would 
be wise to either test mouldy feeds 
On one animal first or introduce 
mouldy Brain into the ration gradu- 
ally and keep a close watch on the 
animals for any signs of digestive 
disturbances,

Farm Income And | 
Land Values 


The Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
ties reports that in recent years land 
values have greatly increased in the 
Prairie provinces, especially in Mani- 


toba where they have reached two| (se!ve !t. 


or three times their pre-war figures. | 

This is not surprising in view of 
the fact that the Canadian dollar 
has lost half of its value during the’ 
same period, and it is these inflated! 
dollars that are being offered for! 
the land. 

If it requires twice as many dol- 
lars as it formerly did to buy a 
coat, or a house, or a supply of 
groceries, there is no good reason 
why the same thing should not apply 
in the buying of land. 

The bulk of the recent increases i:: 
western land values represent noth- 
ing more than the decrease in the 
value of the dollar. 

High prices for farm lands aie 
not always a boon to the farmers 
They are a distinct handicap to the 
man who is buying a farm and, if 
they don’t represent genuine valucs, 
they can be ruinous to the seller as 
well, 

At the close of World War I, when 
the price of wheat was still at its 
wartime peak, and the farmers had 
money to invest, their one though’ 
was to buy more land on which to 
grow more wheat. Every other one 
of them wanted to buy his neighbor 
out and their bidding against each 
other for such lands as were for sale 
sent prices of good wheat land as 
high as $100 an acre. in some in- 
stances, even higher. 

Many farmers yielded to the temp- 
tation to sell at these prices; but 
nobody profited from such transac- 
tions Those who bought committed 
themselves to payments which they 
were unable to meet when wheat 
prices returned to normal; and those | 
who sold promptly bought othe: 
lands, also at inflated prices. Buy- 
ers and sellers alike soon found 
themselves in difficulties. some 
deeply in that they never recovered 

That experience taught the west- 
ern farmers not to base their land 
values on inflated wheat prices; and 
it is to their credit that they have 
not forgotten the lesson. They have 
not spent their wartime profits bid- 
ding against each other for more 
land, but have invested them in per- 
manent improvements to the lands 
they have.

But a 
wheat farm equipped with all these 
things is a much more valuable pro- 
perty than it would be without them. 
Such a farm is not entirely depend- 


gt nt 


ent on one = crop. It has other 
sources of revenue and it affords 
the farmer opportunities to make 


profitable use of his time between 
seasons, 

This kind of improvement has 
been responsible for much of the in- 
crease in land values today. If, 
from the total increase in land 
values during the last ten years, we 
subtract that portion which is due 
to the inflated dollar, we find that 
the rest of the increase represents 
investment of new capital resulting 
in increased earning power as men- 
tioned above, 

Farmers as a rule are the only 
people Who buy farm land and they 


are the people who determine the 
value of it. 
Western farmers are to be con- 


uratulated on the good sense they 
have shown in not allowing wartime 
wheat prices to run away with land 
prices. By investing their surplus 
cash in permanent improvements to 
their own farms they have in- 
creased their earning power and 
thus added real value to their 
lands,

FUNERAL DirecTors|Study Window

Paralleling the northern shore of 
the North Saskatchewan River there 
may still be found portions of an 


old wagon road known as the Vic- 


toria Tra.il. It stretched, originally, 
from Edmonton to North Battleford, 
and was much used in the pioneer 
days. Now only a very few miles of 
it are still used. A quiet, curving 
lane through the wooded valleys, it 
provides an opportunity for a Sun- 
day afternoon's drive, past some his- 
toric sites. The graves of some of 
George McDougall's family are to be 
found there, near a location origin- 
ally known as Victoria, now Pakan. 
Pakan itself was named after an 
Indian chief converted by the mis- 
sionary, McDougall, 

In Queen Victoria’s day, the trail 
was much used. But like many an- 
other feature of Victorian days, it 
has fallen into neglect. The super- 
highway has replaced the Victoria

Running away from the clear call 
of unpleasant but necessary duty is 
the very opposite of the Victorian 
ideal, but just the same it charac- 
terizes much of the thinking of the 
present day. Victoria won her place 
in history because of steadfast char- 
acter. Her long reign, her unblem- 
ished life, were a testimonial to the 
worth of character rather than to 
surpassing intellectual brilliance. 
Queen Victoria, while richly gifted 
with saving common sense, Was not 
remarkable for any specialized intel- 
lectual force. Her whole life, public 
and private, was an abiding lesson 
in the value of character, “Her own 
life was by choice, and as far as her 
position would admit, one of almost 
austere simplicity and homeliness; 
and her subjects were proud of a 
royalty which involved none of the 
mischiefs of caprice or ostentation, 
but set an example alike of mother ly 
|sympathy and of queenly dignity.”

Alberta’s increased supplementary 
allowances to persons on old-age 
security and assistance pensions will 
begin with pension cheques to be 
mailed near the end of June, Welfare 
ated Jorgenson said last Tues- 

ay. 

Under the new schedule, approved 
by the last session of the legisla- 
ture, many persons formerly not el- 
igible for the supplementary allow- 
ance now will benefit. They also 
will be placed on lists of those en- 
titled to free hospital, medical and 
dental services, 

Persons eligible for full allowance 
now will receive $15, an increase of 
$5 a month. The supplementary 
pensions are paid according to the 
need of the individual, determined 
by a means test. The legislature 
approved an amendment to the sup- 
plementary allowances act this year 
increasing the allowable income to 
$60 Single persons on old-age as- 
sistance pensions — those between 
65 and 69 — may earn up to $780 
under the new regulations: married 
persons $1260. Single persons on 
old-age security pensions are al- 
lowed to earn $900 and married 
persons $1380,

What Price? 


It looks as though the Canadian 
wheat carryover, when the crop year 
ends on August 31 next, will be in 
excess of 500 million bushels. A cry 


7:30 | is now going forth “Open the futures 
|market, sell the wheat.” Most of the 


people who advocate such a step don’t 
seem to mind if the farmers lose in- 
come but are very careful to see that 
their own financial returns are 
maintained. 

To undertake the sale of wheat 
on the open market under present 
conditions would be an invitation to 
a price decline which might well 
carry the values of that commodity 
down to well below $1.00 a bushel. 
Such a step might easily bring about 
a price war with the United States. 
The government of that country has 
some 800 million bushels of wheat 
and it would not mind giving away 
substantial proportion from that 
huge volume. 

Says the Winnipeg Free Press: 
“Mr. MclIvor may not have any 
special love for the futures market 
but neither he, the government, the 
farmer nor the taxpayers have any 
reason to be enamored by the present 
system of accumulating vast 
quantities of unsold wheat.” 

From 1930 to 1938 inclusive, this 
country’s wheat production averaged 
around 310 million bushels per 
annum. Under the open market sys- 
tem of selling the average annual 
prices was 61 cents a bushel, basis 
the farm. 

In the past three years the prairie 
provinces have produced over 154 
billioin bushels of wheat or an aver- 
age of around 592 million bushels a 
year, 

If the best the open market can 
do in a nine-cent period of average 
wheat production is 61 cents a 
bushel, what could be expected in 
the way of price in the face of a 
production of 1% billion bushels of 
wheat in a three-year period.
